Shunghee had given direction to his 
people to prepare supper for us, nearly

told the Chiefs we would go to visit 
Shunghee’s people; and, when we 
had taken some refreshment, I and 


Mr. Nicholas would return and spend 
the night in their camp, in order that 
we might have a little more conversa- 
tion with them. ‘To this they readily 
consented. 

After these ceremonies were over, 
we took leave, and returned to the 
piace where we had landed, attended 
by a very large number of Natives. 
Shunghee’s servants had got our po- 
tatoes and fish prepared. Duaterra, 
and the party who had come with us 
irom the Active, now returned on 
board; leaving myseli, Mr. Nicholas, 
and Shunghee, to spend the night on 
shore. We sat down upon the ground 
to supper; but were soon alinost 
smothered with the Natives, who 
crowded so close around us, that Iwas 


compelled to draw a circle, and to di- 
rect them not to pass it. 

We were much amused with these 
people ; and they appeared equaily so 
with us, and manifested every wish to 
serve ws.

"bee with them, we returned to the 
cam») of the Whangorooa People, who 
had removed about half a mile furt 
from the place where we had had oui 
first iiterview with them; and had 
taken their stetinn in a level piece of 
ground, which I estimated to contain 
about 100 acres. ‘They received us 
very cordially. e sat down among 
them, and the Chiefs surrounded us. 
[ now renewed our conversation 
elative to the destruction ofthe Boyd, 
witha view of bringing about a recon- 
ciliation between them and the inhba- 
bitamts of the Bay of Islands; as I 
considered it of great importance to 
the Mission to. establish he- 
tween these contending parties. The 
Chie(S toid me the state the Boyd was 
then in; and promised to give me the 
guns and whatever remained belong- 
ing to her, # L- would go into the: 
harbour. They had got some of the 
ouns on shore, and would get the rest. 
The Chief, George, told me that hr: 
father and five others were blown 
the Boyd when she took fire. 

Much conversation passed, 
pally respecting New Zealand, and 
Port Jackson, which George ha 
visited. I endeavoured to impress on 
his mind a conviction of the superior 
comforts that we enjoved, compared 
with them, in our mode of living, 
houses, &e. which he well knew: and 
that all such they mig! 
equally enjoy in a short time, by cul- 
tivating ther lands, and 
themselves in useft 
they would now have an: 
to acquire from the European 

He seemed sensible of al! these ad- 
vantages, and expressed a wish to fol- 
low my advice. We were surrounded 
by the other Chiefs and their people, 
during our conversation. 

As the eveniny advanced, the people > 
began to retire to rest, in different 
groups. About eleven o’clock, Mr. 
Nicholas and I wrapped ourselves up 
in ow great coats, aud prepared for

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rest also. George directed me to lie 

his side. His wife and child lay 
on the right hand, and Mr. Nicholas 
close by. ‘The night was clear, the 
stars shone bright, and the sea in our 
frout was smooth. 

The ground was our bed, and we 
had no other covering than the clothes 
we wore 5 while stretched at full length 
uncer the broad canopy of heaven, we 
prepared for repose, and feared not to 


close our eyes in the very centre of 


these caniibalss They proved -them- 
selves worthy of such confidence, anil 
inno instance did there appear the 
least disposition to take advantage of it. 
We slept tolerably we ‘Il for some partof 
the ni ght, and awakening at the dawn 
of dav.a scene, the stra:west that can 
imagined, presented itself to oar 
view. An immense number of human 
beings, men, women and children, 
some half naked, and others loaded 
With ‘wotastic finery, were all stretched 
about nye in every direction : while the 
warriors, with their spears stuck in the 
ground, and their other weapous lying 
beside them. were either peeping out 
iy yu ender their kakahows; or shaking 
trom off their dripping heads the hea- 
vy dew that had failen during the 
night. Reofore sunrise hey were ail 
up, and being invigorated and re- 
treshed by that profound sleep which 
health is always sure to invite, they 
rose with lively spirits to their desul- 
tory purstits.

l now invited the Chiefs on board 
the Active to breakfast, which invi- 
tation they readily accepted. We 


imme «diately went all in the boat ¢ oge- 
ther, and several canoes put off at the 
same time for the Active. At first I 
entertained douvis whether the Chiefs 
would trust themselves with us, on ac. 
count of the Boyd, lest we should de- 
tain them when we had them in our 


power: but they showed no signs of 


fear, and went onboard with apparent 
confidence. 

} communicated to Duater‘a my in- 
tention to mak: nm some presents. 
We told me that whatever article I eave 
to one, | must give a similar one to 
another; end cach article wes to be

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given separately, and to the eldost 
chiet first. ‘The axes, bill- hooks, prints, 
&c. which [ intended to give them, 
were all got ready. After brea! fast, 
the Chiefs were seated in the cabin, in 
great form, to receive the presents. [ 
sat on one side of the table, and they 
on the other. Duaterra stood, and 
handed each article separately. Messrs 
Kendall, Hall, and King,. with the 
master of the Active and his-son, were 
all, one after another, introduced w 
the Chiefs. They were at the same 

ime informed what duty each of these 
persons was appointed to do—Mr. Ken- 
dall, to imstruct their children; My. 
Hall, to build houses, boats, &c.; Mr. 
King, to make fishing lines; and Mr. 
Hansen, to command the Active, 
which would be employed in bringing 
axes, and such other articles as were 
wanted, from Port Jackson, to enable 
them to cultivate their land, and im- 
prove their country. 

When these ceremonies were over, 
of giving and receiving the presents, I 

expressed my hopes that they would 
have no more wars, but from that time 
would be reconciled to one another. 
Duaterra, Shunghee, and Koro-kero, 
all shook hands with the Chiefs of 
Whangorooa; and saluted each other, 
as a token of reconciliation, by joining 
their noses together. 1 was much 
see these men at amity 
and sincerely wish that 
this peace may never i broken : and 
considered the time well employed 
while we had been d: widiced by adverse 
winds. 

The ChiefS took their 
this, much pleased with our attention 
to thems; and promised never, in fu- 
ture, to injure ails furopean. 

Having now nothing more to do, 
and the wind becoming favourable, in 
the afternoon we weighed and stood 
for the Bay of Islands, and reached the 
se th of the harbour. Wewere met

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heard, and “ean went on shore 
in £is Canoe 
Abent three o’clock en Thursday, 
the 22d of December, we anchored on 
tie nerth side of the harbour, about 
seven miles from the Heads, in acove 
oppesite to tie town of Ranghee-lioo, 
where Duaterra was wont to reside. 
The Active was soon surrounded with 
canoes from all quarters. On goimg 
ashore, Duaterra and Shunghee found 
all their friends and relatives well, who 
wept much jor joy at their return ; and 
the women cut themselves in a similar 
mnamnmer to those at the Cavalles, with 
shells and flints, till the blood flowed 
down. It was in vain to attempt to 
dissuade them from this, as they con 
sidered it the strongest proof of their 
afiection. The next day we landed 
the horses and cattle, and fixed on a 
place for the present residence of the 
Settlers ; and began to clear away the 
rubbish, and prepare for erecting the 


houses for their esa, ogg ona pic ce of 


cround adjoining to the Native Town, 
pitched upon by Duaterra and the 
Chiefs of the place. 

About eight o’clock on Saturday 
morning, Koro-koro, who lives about 
nine miles from the Settlers, came to 
vay hisrespectstous. He was attend- 
ed ‘by ten canoes full of his warriors, 
vith some women and children. ‘The 
canoes came down in a regular line, 
with colours flying; which when we 

Dbserved, we immediately hoisted ours. 
Some of his officers stood up, and re- 
culated all their movements ; both by 
word of command, and by signals made 
by their large pataoes ornamented 
with feathers, which they held in their 
hands, and kept in constant motion, 
Koro-koro was dressed in his native 
clothing, and also his brother Tooi, 
and painted with red ochre, as were all 
ithe warriors, and with feathers in their 
hair. The whole presented a grand 
warlike appearance. They advanced 
with great speed toward the Active, 
und kept a regular line, each man 
stiiking his paddle at the same instent, 
so that the whole had the appearance 
of one strcke. 
song as they approached ; and per- 


They sung the war 
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formed all their gestures and threats 
as if they were determined on attack- 
ing the vessel. ‘They were saluted 
with a discharge of thirteen small arms. 
The song of victory was then sung iu 
the canoes, aud thew war rejoicings 
periormed. 

Afier this, Koro-koro, with the 
Chiefs who had accompanied him, 
came on board, and made us several 
presents, in the politest manner. A 
number of Chiefs from other districts 
were also on board. Koro-koro intro- 
duced them all, one by one, to us; 
pointed out the particular attention that 
cach of us had shown him while in 
Port Jackson ; and lamented that the 
poverty of his country prevented him 
returning our kindness according to 
his wishes. He was also very parti- 
cularin explaining to the other Chiefs 
for what purposes Messrs. Kendall, 
Hall, and King, came to reside at New 
Zealand. Duaterra and _ his friends 
were present on the occasion, and 
assisted in reguiating the necessary ce- 
remonies and forms, in which Koro- 
koro and his party were to be re- 
ceived, Zs 

It had been previously settled be- 
tween Duaterra_ and Koro-koro, un- 
known to us, that when the latter 
came to pay his respects, we were to be 
entertained with a sham-figlt. Alter 
taking some reireshment, preparations 
were made to go on shore. Koro-koro 
was about to make an attack on Dua- 
terra’s people, and to take the place by 
storm. Duaterra then went on shore, 
to prepare for the defence of his piace, 
A number of canoes, belonging to 
other Chiefs, immediately joined us, 
full of people. When Koro-koro lett 
the Active, I, accompanied by Mr. ng 
cholas and the Settlers, went with hin 
Duaterra had got all his men rr 
up, armed with their spears and other 
weapons of war. Korc-koro’s canoes 
advanced toward the shore, in the 
sane order of battle in which the y had 
approached the Active. A Chiet’ be- 
enariane to Duaterra, quite naked, ran 
furiousiy to and fro along the beach. 
armed 5 making a most horrid noise, 
and daring them to land, As the C2 
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noes came nearer to the shore, those 
in them panies od their sheuts and fu- 
rious gesture At length they all 
juinped out © of the canoes into the wa- 
ter, aud, in one close body. began the 
attack. Duaterra’s men retreated as 
fastas possible, and the others pursued 


them a considerable epee; when 
Duaterra’s men suddenly whee ‘led 
round and attaeked their pursuers. 


The battle then became general. A 


number of women were in the heat of 


the action ; among whom se Tippa- 
hee’s old wife, net much less than 
seventy years of age; and Daanies’ S 
wife, bearing a pataose in her hand, 
about seven feet long, made out of the 
jJaw-bone of awhale. ‘This weapon she 
brandished about in the vers 
the battle ; and went through all the 
Variousimovements of the men, whether 
in retreating oradvancing. After both 
parties had run and stra togethe:

and possession of copies of the Scriptures, 
printed in Foreizn countries, though furnished 
only to the Protestant nopulation. 

Your Committee have, however, the satis- 
faction to state, that, in various parts of Catho- 
lic Germany, notwithstanding the opposition 
which has been made to the free circulation of 
the Scriptures, a wide and effectual! door for 
their entrance hasbeen opened. Several ver- 
sions of the New-Testament, executed by 

Catholic Clergymen, continue to be most ea- 
gerly inquired after, thankfully received, atten- 
tentively read ; the more so, as they have ob- 
tained the sanction of several Episcopal au- 
thorities. 

1n particular, the Catholic Professor of Di- 
vinity at Marburg, Leander Van Ess, has per- 
severed in his illustrious career of printing 
successive editions of his German New Testa 
ment; and distributing them, through a vari- 
ety of important channels, among the mem- 
hers of his own communion. 

Encompassed with difficulties, he has been 
neither intimidated in his resolution, nor ob- 
structed in his work. 

In the course of the last autumn, the Pro- 
fessor, though greatly exhausted by incessant 
exertions, undertook a Biblical Tour through 
some of the Provinces by which the place of 
his residence is surrounded. “ My aim,” saie 
the Professor, “ will be, to strengthen and con- 
firm many friends of the Bible, to reconcile 
enemies, and to scatter the blessed seed of the 
Word, on the right hand and on the left.” In 
this spirit he performed the journey which he 
had projected ; and returned from ii considera- 
bly strengthened, both in his determination to 
disperse the Scriptures, and in his means of ac- 
complishing their dissemination. 

Your Committee, regarding the cireuimstan- 
ees of the Professor as particularly advanta- 
reous, and desirous to avail themsetives of the 
opportimities which his zeal and activity af- 
forded them, answered all his applications by 
the most liberal grants ; and, in the conrse of 
the year, have supplied him with funds to the 
amount of £5000. 

Anaccount of their expenditure has been 
regularly transmitted ; and your Committee 
owe it equally to the ‘Professor, and to the 
Members of the Society, to say, that the ‘state- 
ments have, on every occasion, been most mi- 
nute and satisfactory. 


NORTH OF EUROPE. 


Returning to the North of Europe, your 
Committee will commence their account of 
the tra isactions in that large and interesting 
portion of the Biblical Field, by observing, in 
yeveral, that the conduct of their excellent ‘and 
indefatisable ageuts, the Rev. Dr. Patterson, 
Mr Pinkerton, and Dr. Henderson, (the last 
of whom they have the happiness oi seeing a- 
mong them, on this Anniversary,) has continu- 
ed to be characterized by that diligence, zeal 
and propriety, which justify the confidence re- 
posed in them by your Society, and have en- 
deared both their persons and their services to 


the Patrons and Director: of the Continental 
Bible Societies with which their labours ava 
connected. . 


The state and progress of the Soci- 
etics in Denmark, Iceland, Sweden, 
and Norway are then reported. 

Reference is made, with just appro- 
bation, to the address of the Land- 
grave Charles of Hesse, delivered at 
the first anniversary of the Sleswick- 
Holstein Bible Society. 


A Society at Rendsburg states— 
“The establishment of Bible Societies has ev- 
idently had the most beneficial influence in res 
viving Christian Principles in the minds of 
men, in this time of infidelity and contempi of 
religion.” 

The Committee of tue Gottenburg 
Society obser‘es, that 
“They have good reason to believe, that the 
increased call for Bibles proceeds from an 
awakened seriousness in the people; which 
will not allow them, any longer, to do without 
this most inportant necessary of lite for their 
souls,” 

‘The Upsala Bible Society 
1s stated to have been “ greatly assisted in its 
ah bia hy the Archbishop's impressive Cir- 
cular, so heeoming the head of a great dio- 
cose ; which received unqualified approbation, 
and P ‘oduced good fruit both at home and 
abroad.” Similar testimonies are borne to the 
s? ipe' ‘ior ecclesiastics in other Societies, aud 
of those in Wexio, Carlstadt, and Hernosand, 
it is emphatically recorded, that, “in all three, 
their Bishops have taken the lend, with a char- 
acter and zeal well befitting Ministers of the 
Most High.”

ITS VICINITY. 


To the Domestic Missionary Sociely con- 
rened at Middletown, on the third 
Tuesday of June, 1818. 


Rrv. Faruens AND DELovep Berte- 
REN, 


At the first meeting after their eiec- 
jion, your Directors, with a view to ful- 
fi! the trust reposed in them, received 
applications from the destitute, ap- 

«pointed Missionaries, and designated 
their fields of labour. 

Mr. Wrunrams spent eight weeks, at 
Chaplin Society, in Mansfeld; during 
which time he preached fifty-seven 
sermous, and visited one hundred and 
twenty families. ‘Pie people expres- 
sed entire satisfaction with his ser- 
vices, and voted their thanks to the 
Domestic Missionary Seciety. 

Mr Barrier? preached iwelveSab 
boths at Newtown. Ue was cordially 
received, and heard by large and sol- 
em assembhes. 

Mr. Warrrersey kiboured 9 weeks 
at Middlefield. He was kindly and res- 
pectfully treated; and his exertions 
from Sabbath to Sabbath, and day to 
dav, were not without snstile guod 
eect. 

Mr. CALpwin spent eight weeks at 
TIumphre,ville. ta our preceding [e- 
port, we mentioned there having been 
a Revival of Religion in this place. 
We are happy to state that the efects 
of that revival—efiects the most pleas- 
ing and encouraging, sill remain; and 
are visible to every eye. Clirisiians 
ae united and animated :—the influ- 
ences of the Spirit continue to descend, 
and afew sinners have recenily been 
brovght to hope in the mercy and 
grace of God, through the Mediator. 
‘Tlais Church, which was formed since 
the institution of the Domestic Mission- 
ary Society, now consists of about for- 
ty members; who appear to grow in 


grace, and increase in love, knowledge 
> and stability. 
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Mr. Cuark laboured two Sabbaths 
at Humphreyvilie and twelve weeks at 
Oxford. In the latter piace, he found 
the Church and Society in.a lew and 
desponding .siate. DPufficulties pecu- 
hiarly embarrassing, had so divided, 
weakened, and discouraged thein, that 
public warship was far from beirg con- 
constantly-enjoved, and the Sacrament 
ef the Lord’s Supper had heee ad- 
ministered bui once in tivo years. ‘L'uev 
received the Missionary with tively 
emotions of gratijude and joy In 
consequence of his labours among 
them, their divisions were in a meas- 
ure healed; increased attention was 
given to all reugious meetings; sone 
were alarmed in view of their expo- 
sure to future wrath, and some, it is to 
be hoped, converted to God; a spir- 
it of prayer was awakened among 
Christians; a strong desire excited in 
the minds of many te enjoy again the 
privileges .of the stated ministry ; 
measures were adop ed to-obtainreg- 
ular preaching for the greater part of 
the year; a Female Charitable Saciety 
was formed, and seven were added to 
the Ghurch. ‘The church and con- 
gregation united in presenting teir 
thanksto the Domestic Missionary So- 
ciety, for sending a Missionary among 
them; and, beleving he has been the 
means of doing great good, solicit a 
continuance of the favour. 

Mr. Fenn spent eight weeks at 
lieston. He preached the Gospel! 
from house to house; found a number 
of persons interested on religious sub- 
jects, and a few under special convic- 
tion of sin. 

Mr. Lockwoop has laboured at East 
Lyme, about twenty Sabbaths. He 
proves highly acceptable. and useful. 
‘The Church is looking forth with pro- 
mise. The Society seems to be in- 
creasing in nember-and resources, acd 
rising from the ruins of more than half 
a century : 

In consequence of encouragement 
given to the Parish of New Sa/em, that 
this Seciety would emoloy,as a Mis- 
sionary among them, for thirteen Sab- 
baths ina yeur, trem the time of his 
set gment, any #pproyed man whem 
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they should settle, the Rev. Rovau Ty 
Ler has been there established. 

Mr. Hatsey spent twenty-seven 
weeks at North Stonington. He was 
cordially received, and respectfully 
treated; visited families and schools, 
and instructed children and youth. 
Notwithstanding the place exhibited 
evident tokens of a low state of reli. 
gion and morals, he found some who 
were mourning over its desolations, 
and earneslly praying for their termi- 
nation. 

Mr. Rossins spent ten weeks at 
Union. ‘The congregation were very 
attentive to the word, a few hopefully 
born of God, and eleven added to the 
Church. Religion is gradually gain- 
ing ground in this place. 

Mr. Rossins laboured also in Vol- 
untown, seven months; theugh not 
the whole of the time in the service of 
the Society. He was heard with much 
interest; successfully taught and de- 
fended the doctrines of grace; was 
made the instrument of the hopeful 
conversion of a number; left a num- 
ber at his departure under deep dis- 
tress of mind; the Church, apparent- 
ly, established in the fundamental truths 
of the Gospel, adorning the doctrine of 
God our Saviour, dwelling together in 
Jove and unity, eminiently endued 
with the spirit of grace and supplica:- 
tion. This part of ‘Zion is lengthen- 
ing her cords and strengthening her 
stakes; and Christians are calling 
forth and combining their resources 
for the defence and maintenance of 
the Gospel. During Mr. Rossins’ !a- 
bours among them, thirty-two persons 
have been added to the number of 
Christ’s professed followers. The peo- 

ple cherish a grateful sense of the 
important aid afforded them by the 
Domestic Missionary Society, and pe- 
tition and pray for a repetition of the 
blessing. 

Mr. Knicut, who was settled the 
preceding year, at West Stafford, by 
the promise of employment from this 
Society, has laboured thirteen weeks, 
in our service, among the peeple of his 
pastoral charge. Through the bles- 
sing of God, he has not laboured in 








vain. The religious instruction of 


schools has been improved; active 
charity has sensibly increased; the 
word, in a number of instances, has 
been “asa five, and like a hammer 

that breaketh the rock in pieces ;” 

fourteen have been received into the 
Church, and-several others expect 
soon to joins and although religion 
be still low, morals are improving, and 
divine institutions more highly prized 
and regularly attended. The congre- 
gation is harmonious; and, with the 
aid of this Society, cheerfully suppoié 
the Gospel, although the burden is 
considerable. They express gratitude 
to God, for the assistance they have 
received through your instrumentality. 

Mr. Gray has been installed, the 

last year, at Stafford, in consequence 
of the promise, to that people, of help 
from this Society; and has, nantes 
ingly, laboured in our service thirteer 
weeks. His settlement was both ac- 
companied and. followed by the spe- 
cial effusions of the blessed Spirit. 
The fruiis appear in the adoption of 
2 confession of faith, the restoration 
of gospel order and discipiine, the in- 
crease of religious knowledge, the ad- 
dition of seventeen to the charch, and 
the formation of a Female Cent Society, 
stated prayer meetings, and “ract So- 
ciety. 

Mr. Kettoce laboured twenty-nine 
weeks at Westfeld. “ Various causes, 
(observe the Committee appointed by 
the church and congregaiion io render 
their wnited thanks to the Domestic 
Missionary Society,) “ various causes 
had operated, for years, to divide and 
weaken the Society. The Church was 
reduced to nineteen ‘members, only seven 
of whom were maies. The Society 
consisted of but about forty families ; 
and both Church and Society were 
greatly dispirited. Even those who 
named the name of Christ, were di- 
vided in sentiment, were weak in faith, 
and the prospect was truly gloomy. 
But through the divine blessing upon 
the exertions’ of the Missionary sent 
among them, the Church has become 
happily united in sentiment and bro- 
therly love; the hopes of God’s peo- 
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ple have been revived; many have 
heen awakened 5 a considerable num- 
ber obtained hope of au interest in 
Christ; and nineteen have been add- 
edtothe Church. Great and striking 
js the change in this place! Religious 
animation and enierprise have succeed- 
ed to the spirit of apathy and depres- 
sion! Enemies had predicted that this 
Society was on the point of extinction, 
and its friends feared the prediction 
would prove true; but, “ thou shalt 
no more be termed forsaken; neither 
shall thy land any more be desolate ; 
instead of the Fathers shall be the 
children.” 

Mr. BoarpmMan laboured six weeks 
at Bridgewater. ‘This parish has been, 
for several years, destitute of the séa- 
ed administration of the werd and or- 
dinances of the Gospel. When Mr. 
oARDMAN Commenced his mission a- 
mong them, a general coldness and 
unconcern on the subject of religion, 
was too vistb'e among all classes. — 
Still the serious part of the commu- 
nity were rejoiced at the arrival of a 
Missionary among them. Christians 
soon began to be sensible of their back- 
slidings, and, in some measure, to 
wake to duty. The assemblies for 
worship became full and solemn; ma- 
- were sensibly impressed ; several 

“labour ing and heavily laden ;” came 
to Christ, and found rest to their souls. 
Hardly a meeting was held in which a 

part of the audience were not in dears ; 
and a number, who had for a consid- 
erable time indulged the hope of the 
Gospel, came out from the world, and, 
by a public profession of faith, attach. 
ed themselves to the visible kingdom 
of the Redeemer. “I think I never 
saw,” observes Mr. Boardinan, at the 
close of his mission, “ a more encour- 
aging prospect ofa general and pow- 
erful revival of religion”.

MASSACHUSETTS MISSIONARY SOCI- 
ETY. 


Extracts from ihe 19ih Report. 


If this society has_ not advanced as 
we could have wished, we should be 
thankful that it has not declined ; that 
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for almost twenty years it has held a 
steady course ; and that its state and 
prospects are now not less encouraging 
than ever they have been. 

The Missionaries employed in the 
service of the Society the last year, 
were thirteen. Of these six are sta- 
tionary : that is, are ministers settled 
in places, where they would not have 
been settled or supported without chari- 
table aid, such as has been afiorded 
to them by this Society; and where 
they have around them extensive re- 
gions of moral darkness and desolation, 
in which their labors as missionaries 
are urgently needed. It cannot but be 
a sourse of rich satisfaction to the So- 
ciety, that by means of its limited boun- 
ty applied upon this plan, six Minis- 
ters of the Lord Jesus, are established 
at once as pastors of churches and mis- 
sionaries to the destitute. ‘These, as 
reported the last year, are the Rev. 
Mr. Holt at Bloomfield, Peet, at Nor- 
ridgewock, Smith, at ‘Temple, Law- 
ton, at Prospect, Warren, at Jackson, 
and Williams at Brewer, in the coun- 
ties of Somerset, Kennebeck Han- 
cock and Penobscot, Maine : ministers 
of approved character and acknow- 
ledged usefulness. 

The other missionaries employed in 
the course of the year, were, the Rey. 
Jotham Sewall, Rev. John Sawyer, 
Rev. Mr. Lovejoy, Rev. Martin Alden, 
Mr. Thomas Adams, Mr. Noah Emer- 
son, Mr. ioses Patridge, Rev. Peter 
Crocker, and Rey. Otis Thompson. 

On some parts of the missionary 
field the Lord has commanded his 
blessing. At Temple and in the vi- 
cinity of Kennebeck, Mr. Smith has 
had the satisfaction to witness a power- 
ful work of divine graee; and a num- 
ber, very considerable, in proportion to 
the population, have been h opelully 
brougilit to the saving knowledge of the 
truth. Ofthese the greater part are 
young persons, & some young men." ho 
give promise of ex xtended usefulness. 

Mr. Emerson, in his Journal, Farr- 
field, Kennebeck county, 15th March, 
says, ‘ Thereisa geneial awakening in 
this county.” 1 have spent most of my 
time in the towns of Winslow, Water- 
ville, Fairfield, Canaan, Cornville, 
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Athens, and Solon. Ail these towns, 
except Athens, lie on the Kennebeck 
river, and all are destitute of settled 
ministers of any denomination: but in 
each resides one or more sectarian 
preacher. ‘These preachers are igno- 
yant men, and most of them hold to 
immediate revelation. Some ¢o so far 
as to lay aside the Bible entirely in re 
ligious meetings, and profess to be 
governed by the immediate inspiration 
of the Holy Spirit in their addresses to 
the people; and all s say, “ where the 
Spirit of the Lord is there is libe tty.” 
Hence “when they come together, 
every one hath a psalm, hath a doc. 
trine, hath a tongue, hath a revela- 
tion, hath an interpretation.” Thus 
little is “done unto edifying.” But 
teachers who conduct meetings in this 
way are becoming unpopular. As 
dieht and truth advance, they retire. 
Though the ma jority of the people 
think these preachers are “the great 
power of God,” and - many follow 
their pernicious ways,” yet the number 
and influence of their followers are 
rapidly decreasing. In every settle- 
ment or silage the faithful missionary 
sill find some that love the truth, and 
embrace the distinguishing doctrines of 
the Gospel. 

‘In Winsiow appearances are fe- 
vorabie. Many are mourning for the 
desolations of Zion, and have strong 
hopes that the time is not far distant 
when they will enjoy the stated ad- 

vninistration of the word. ‘This is a 
favorable spot for a missionary station. 
flere are fewer prejudices against re- 
zularly educated ministers, than in any 
other town in this region. ‘The back 
towns are in a deplorable state, en- 
veloped in darkness, and overrun with 
eyror. Winslow then must be an im- 
portant stand. 

In Waterville on the other side of 
the Kennebeck opposite to Winslow, a 
Baptist Theological School ts to be 
established. The inhabitants of this 
place are chiefly Universalists and In- 
But even here something may

reserved a few righteous, “ who have 
‘ot howed dhe knee to the image of 
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saal,” and who would cheerfully en. 
courage every benevolent object. 
After spending four weeks in these, 

towns, I was directed to go farther up 
the river, where the field was alreaily 
white for the harvest. Since I was 
thus directed, I have jabored in Fair- 
field, Canaan, Cornville, Athens and 
vicinity. In these towns the Lord 
has of late performed a great work. 

Hopeful subjects of renewing grace 
have been more numerous in Canaan 
and Cornville, than in any other town 
which I visited. In each of these 
towns between eighty and one hun- 
dred have, in the judgment of charity 
lately passed from death unto life. 
‘Though many are building with “hay, 
wood and stubvle,” yet I believe their 
‘feundation standeth sure, having 
this seal, the Lord kneweth them that 
are his.” 

fa Fairfield and Athens, trophies of 
redeeming love are numerous. ‘Though 
some are * turned aside to vain jJanc- 
ling and many unseemly practice TF 
yet numbers follow the meek and low- 
ly Jesus, and have © prafessed a goo4 
profession before many witaesses.” In 
Fairfield more than filty lave pubtic ly 
declared themselves to be the Lord’s. 
Several more are hopeful subjects ef 
the revival, 

“In Athens more than twenty give 

satisfactory evidence of piety, and the 
revival increases. In mast of those 
towns instances of conviction and c 
version, though less frequent than they 
were, yet are by no means uncommon. 

“hus the field of my labors has 
been large, and a great proportion of 
it white for the harvest. 

‘© Many of them seem 89 atxious to 
have re sent —t “. 
that “[ 04 “ar them record, if it had 
been possi: duane would hay od ms ucked 
out their eyes and have given them to 
me,” to present to vour society as 
grateful returns for past favors, and as 
sure pledges, that similar favors would 
still be thaakfully received. Ta nearly 
allthe back towns between Kennebec’ 
and Penobscot rivers, there is a2 un- 
common attention toreligion. In eve 
ry place the minister of Christ would 























ye welcomed with tears of gratitude. 
His words would be anxiously caught 
from his opening lip 's, and be as life 
(rom the ¢ lead to fam ishing souls.” 
“The country.” savs Mr. Adams, 
«is thronged with a multitude of nom- 
nal preachers . who are often doubtless 
wiser In theit if generation than those 
who preach the trath. Universalism ts 
robably rather on the decline, but is 
il a very prevailing heresy.—!It is 
needless for me to mention how pres- 
ing are the wants, and how ¢reat is 
the cry for more laborers, able and 
faithful laborers, in this part of the 
vineyard.”—* T would observe in the 
general, says Mr. elt, that Ged is 
cathering in his elect. The net seems 
tobe let down, and great multitudes 
are inclosed.—Never was there a time 
when faithful laborers were so needed. 
False prephets multiply, who prophesy 
falsely, and the people love to have it 
so, At the same time prudent mis- 
sionaries are well received.—As to the 
state of things in Ploomfeld, | view it 
as interesting. For some months 
there hes been an increased attention

—It ishoped that the Spirit of 
God has descended upon them as the 
dew, and several of them have been 
brought into the light and liberty of 
the Gospel, I assisted in organizing a 
church [in that place} last August, 
c sisting of ten members; and five

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be pleased to have it continued.—At 


Palermo, where I have preached con- 
siderable the two years 1 ast, there has 
been more than usual a‘tention to the 
things of religion ; and a number have 
been hopefully renewed in the spirit of 
their minds.”—“[ would gratefully 
mention,” says Mr. Lawton, “that 
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mere than usual attention has been 
witnessed in the course of the year, 
and seasons of spiritual refreshing have 
been enjoyed by Christians. Since 
last autumn ten have united with the 
church in this place. [Prospect.| 
Some young persons have hopefully 
become subjects of experimental reli- 
gien, and made _ profession of their 
faith, and some others are now under 
conviction. The Sabbath is better ob- 
served in this place, and several fami- 
lies maintain worship, who formerly 
lived in neglect of this duty. 

The Rev. Mr. Gillet, Chairman of 
our Committee in Maine, in his closing 
communication for the year, says, “ In 
no year have missionary services been 
more necessary, acceptable, and ap- 
parently useful.” A {ter bearing a very 
gratifying testimony to the fidelity, ac- 
ceptableness and usefulness of our 
missionaries, the Rey. Chairman pro- 
ceeds tosay, * We have observed with 
much interest, and we hope with grat- 
itude, the large portion of labors yout 
Society has ‘afior ‘- tiis District the 
last year. And if being destitute 
creates a claim, we may put in a plea, 
with a hope of experiencing still fur- 
ther the effects of your charity ” 

Deceived and deceiving men, pui- 
ting themselves forth as public teach- 
ers, while they themselves need to 
be taught the first principles of the 
Oracles of (iod,---pernicious errors 
and delusions, such as are mentioned 
in the communications now cited. are 
not confined to the counties of Kenne- 
beck and Somerset. There is too 
much evidence that in the District of 
Maine extensively, they are like an 
overwhelming flood, and that multi- 
tudes of the people are carried away 
withthem. It demands, therefore. the 
most grateful notice, that the Spirit of 
the Lord is lifting up a standard aceins) 
them ;—that here and there in the 
District able and faithful ministers are 
settling, while missionaries of the sanje 
description, emploved for a seasun, are 
preaching to n any the truth as it is j, 
Jesus, and preparing the way fy 
other settlements to be made: any 
that, not only in the counties now 
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named, but in various places in other 
counties, many are turning from the 


error of their ways unto the wisdom of 


the just. The prayers, and labors, 
and charities of the friends of God and 
his cause, will not be in vain; and ere 
long in that extensive territory—that 
interesting part of New England, the 
wilderness shail become a fruitful 
field, and the fruitful field shall be es- 
teemed a forest, and judgment shall 
dwell in the wilderness, and in the 
fruitful field shall reside righteousness, 
and the work of righteousness shall be 
peace, and the Alect of righteousness 
perpetual quiet and security. 

Mr. Crocker’ Ss appointment was in 
consequence of an earnest application 
on behali of the people in Dartmouth, 
rep! esenting the imnort: nice of hiscon 
tinuing with them, ard their inability 
without help to retain ee ‘Lhe ap- 
pointment appears to have been fol- 
lowed with a signal Divine blessing. 
Mr. Crocker has been continued in the 
place; the Spirithas been poured out 
from on high; and the cause of evan- 
gelical truth and = piety has been 
strengthened. In a. communication 
from Dartmouth to your Trustees, the 
Coninittee represent the shower of di- 
vine influence to have been “ sudden, 
and plenteous : and the eflects to have 
been most striking, and as they are al- 
most constrained to express it, * tre- 
mendous.” It has reacheda people,” 
they say, who have been to the peo- 
ple of God like the wild boar of the 
forest.— The power of divine grace 
has been displayed, in breaking down 
the opposition of those who were con- 
firmed in habits of vice and sin, and in 
correcting their vicious habits ; also mn 
taking young sinners, diffident and ig 
norant, and disposing them to speak 
forth the praises of the Saviour. We 
have seen that their tongues were 
loosed. We have heard their hosannas 
to the Son of David. We know the 
meaning of that Scripture, There was 
great joy in that city. Where envy, 
malice and iardness existed, peace, 
love and harmony prevail. About sixty 
persous in this village, and twe utv-live 
or more, about tvur miles distant. give 


evidence that they have passed froin 
death unto life. 

Brethren, the returns of the year are 
refreshing. Let us thank God aad 
take courage. In the day when he 
shall write up his people, it will be 
found that the blessing of many, ready 
to perish hascome upon this Society -; 
that by means of its charities and la- 
bors the needy have been helped, -the 
feeble have beer strengthene 1, —the 
desponding have been ene ouraged, -- 
the weary have been refreshed,—the 
wavering have been esta! blished, and 
the ignorant have been instracted,— 
the wandering have been reclaimed, — 
the blind have been enlightened,—tix 
dead in trespasses and sigs have been 
made alive ia Christ Jesus, —tiuse 
who were on the brink of eternal pei- 
dition have beea recovered to im mor- 
tality and glory. In pr portion to our 
means and exertions our success has 
not been small. Let us increase our 
exertions, andi augment our meaas; 
and our hearts will be made glad with 
more abundant fruit. ‘The fields 
are white already tothe harvest. And 
he that reapeth receiveth wages, and 
gathereth fruit unto life eternal ; that 
both he that soweth and he that reap- 
eth may rejoice togetier.” It Is an 
age of advance. We must quicken 
our motions, er we shall find ourselves 
far behind others. The work in 
which we are engaged 1 is worthy of al! 
our exertions. Its object is supremely 
excellent ;—its reward supremely gh 
rious.

the dollar, is equal to the five h undred 
dollars, which you inform me the Di- 
rectors of the American Bible Society 
have placed at my disposition, as a do- 
nation for the special object of * aid- 
ing Mr. Leo in the printing and dis- 
tribution of the Scriptures.” 

Never, Sir, perhaps, was the hand 
of God more conspicuous, than in this 
act of the American Bible Society ; 
and generations yet unborn will un- 
doubtedly profit by their munificence. 

Your late excursion into this part of 
the Lorp’s vineyard must have aflord- 
ed you convincing | proofs of the obsta- 
cles which at présent the friends of truth 
have to encounter in the dissemination 
ofthe sacred Scriptures; but IL trust ., 
the period is not far distant, when the 
pure doctrines of the cross will triumph 
over prejudice and superstition, and 
when tis people shall, by the grace of 
God, be broveht to see aright the 
things whie h appe rtain to their spiritu- 
al and everlasting good.

barren country, where every thing, 
apparently, was against me.

‘The Di- 
rectors of the American Bible Society 
have offered their assistance to a work, 
the plan of which many (of var Chris.

the Lord had —— to himself to 
regulate, and to execute, according to 
his own unerring W iain and pleasure. 
We adore his ways in the mean time, 
when a profound silence accompanies 
our increasing astonishmeut—seeing 
such immense riches springing up from 
nothing, and he most powerlul means 
for the salvation of souls procured 
by the most feeble instrument, amongst 
a people of the greatest influence. 

It is the just admiration of the 
wonders of the Lord which daily suac- 
prises our expectation, it is the grace 
of our God that never ceases to surpass 
our faith, our love. and our hope—by 
which we are enabled to persevere un- 
to the end, and to attend the slow but 
sure approach of the Saviour’s King- 
dom.

Your Bible Society, my dear Sir, 
may become a very eminent instru- 
ment in fulfilling the great design of 
the Lord in that respect; and I beg 
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raeasure of your knowledge—infinitely 
extended by your last travels—to en- 
courage the good will and laudable in- 
rontions of the American Bible Socie- 
iy, to make use, in the most expedient 
manner, of all the means ready herein 
our posse ssion to answer the great plan 
of the Saviour of the world. 

How many. A thousand French are in- 
trused to America. Surely many of 
them ¥ a be glad to possess a book 
recently printed m their native country, 
calculated to bring them the New ti- 
dings of the salvation of their souls. 

It will please you, my dear Sir, to 
hear that the British and Foreign Bi- 
ble Society continues to make great 
demands. A few days ago several 
thousand copies of. Le Maistre de Sa- 
cy’s version have been ordered; and ma- 
ny have before happily reached their 

respective places of destination. fhe ap- 
probation of such a very respectable 
Society in Europe will most certainly 

aid a great weight to that credit 
which imy feeble efforts, in founding a 
sintilar Institution in Franc e, already 
have been honoured with in America ; 
you will be pleased to communicate 
this intelligence to all the friends that 
night take an interest in it.

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NEW-ORLEANS. 

We published sometime since, an interesting 
letter trom the Rev. Cliss Coruelins, then at 
New-Orleans, containing some cheering instel- 
ligence of the prospects of ihe church ‘2 
that benighted place; and that the Rev. Mr 
Larned had accepted a call to on among 
them. From a communication made by Mi 
Larved to the Board of Missions ot th ie Gener- 
al Assembly of the Presbyterian Church, » 
extract the following additional particulars. 

“Rev. Elias Cornelius, acting un- 
der the authority of the Connecticut 
Missionary Society, had reached the 
city about three weels before myself; 
And, conformably with a mutual uu- 
derstanditig previous to leaving the 
Eastern States, had bent aii his efforts 
towards effecting ny permanent settle- 
ment. Tosay that his disinterested 
views and unwearied exertions have 
endeared him most siboug!y to inv 
keart, would only express my individ- 
val feelings. For the re st, F will add, 
that if the Great Head of the church 
is opening for New-Orleans any pros 
pect of mora! or religious improve- 
nent, that Improvement cannot fail, 
with those who appreciate Christian 
enceavour, and espectaliv in the eve 
of Omniscience, to be associated with’ 
the name ot Mr. Cornelius.” 

“ After procuring from the Legis'a. 
ture an ‘Act of Iecerperation for the 
First Presbyterian Church and Con- 
grvgation in the citv and par 
New-Orleans, a meeting of 
friendly to the object’ was called. 
From them I rece ived an invitation te 
remain as their Pastor. necompu rex a 
with the offer of a sufficient annual 
compensation, xed a promise of erect 
ing a place of worship without dc- 
lay. With this invitation, predicted 
on such conditens, I signified my wil- 
lingness to comp'y; and should I be 
permitted to visit New-York during the 
ensuing summer, f shall prepare it in 
the form of ac all, aud prosecute it ac- 
cordingly before my ' 
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+ Presbytery. A 
subscription has been circulated for 
purchasirg a lot and for buil ditty tL 
Church; and the present result rs, that 
the Trestces have secured the first, at 
the price of $10,000, and have a bal- 
ance left of $5000 to S€O00. for erect 
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ing the edifice. Every week, howev- 
er, 18 augmenting the amount of this 
lastsuin. An estimate has been made 
of the probable expence of the whole 
undertaking—and exclusive of the lot 
and steeple, itis supposed that $30,099 
will be necessary to complete a brick 
church, of the general dimensions of 
90 feet by 60, more or less, and con- 
structed, for the most part, en the plan 
of Dr. Mason’s, in the city of New- 
York, To such an object in this town, 
donations must necessarily prove in- 
adequate; it is contemplated, there- 
fore, to make up the final deficiency 
of funds, by a loan from one of the 
banks, or from individuals, until a sale 
of pews can effect a redemption of the 
money. Were it necessary that I 
should say, in many words, what the 
efforts in allusion will probably a- 
mountto, when they shall have ripen- 
ed into some sober and certain re- 
sults, | could only remark, that the 
prospect is at present highly encoura- 
ging. There are circumstances, how- 
ever, which havea bearing on the sub- 
ject by no means favorable. Among 
which, I mention, in the first place, 
that any undertaking directed so de- 
cidedlv-as our own to the advance- 
ment of religion, cannot proceed so 
aciively in a very very low asina flour- 
ishing state ofgeneral piety; in the se- 
cond, that a large proportion of moni- 
ed Americans here, are already enlist- 
ed in behalf of the Episcopal church ; 
and in the third, that young men and 
particularly young merchants, from 
whom the support of our contemplated 
establishment will be cheifly derived, 
have generally come to the city for 
temporary purposes, and on this ac- 
count feel but a short lived interest in 
its public institutions But on the 
whole, I cherish a belief, reciprocated, 
Tam confident, by the congregation 
asa body, and by their Trustees, that 
the day has at last arrived, when a se- 
cond Protestant Church will lift its 
spire to Heaven! and shield our ci- 
ty, in something more than a natur- 
al sense, from judgments it has too 
much reason to apprehend. For the 
present 1 am accustomed to preach 
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on every Sabbath morning, at a com. 
modious room fitted up by Mr. Pauld. 

ing, a Baptist gentleman; in the eve- 

ning, at the Episcopal, or as it 1s com- 

monly styled here, the American 
Church. At the former of these pla- 
ces, also, I hold a regular lecture on 
Thursday. evening; besides which, 

there isa prayer meeting on the morn- 
ing of every Wednesday for our own 
sex, and of every F:iday for females. 
As it becomes a part of my report to 
speak of the disposition exhibited to- 
wards the public exercises of worship, 
I am happy to state, that it has ex- 

ceeded my most sanguine expecta- 
tions. Mr. Paulding’s room, which 
seats about four hundred, is almost 
uniformly, and often very uncomfort- 

ably crowded; and during the after- 
ternoon’s service in the Episcopal! 
church, containing 1000 to 1100 seats, 
Ihave frequently seen persons com- 
pelled to leave the house, for want of 
accommodations. And it is but jus- 

tice to the American population, who 
however, little they are inclined to re- 
ligion, claim a very considerable ex- 
emption from the immoralities charge- 
able on the city at large; it is but jus- 
tice to say, that I have never witnessed 
more decorum of conduct, or more 
soleinnity of attention, than I have 
found among them on every occasior 
of worship. From a determinatio® 
which I long since formed, and to 
which I have rigidly adhered, of 
preaching the truth without withhold- 
ing, abridging or embellishing the se- 
verest doctrines, I have experienced 
less difficulty than Lexpected. AndI 
rejoice in an opportunity of saying, 
that four or five instances of serious 
enquiry have occurred, as if to prove, 
on the part of God, that it can never be 
necessary for the good of His church, 
to halt between two opinions in the 


pulpit.” 
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
